The Free State's admission to the League 
synchronises with’ the most serious crisis 
which has confronted Europe since the 
Armistice. The very existence of the 
League ef. Nations is at hazard. By the: 
Greeks’ acceptance of the terms of the 
Council of Ambassadors—to which the 
Italian Ambassador in Paris subscribed— 
the immediate danger of a conflict between 
Italy and the League was averted, and on 
Sunday evening the whole dispute which 
arose irom the Janina massacre seemed to 
be on the high-road towards settlement.

Swimming the Channel. 


the third time within the last five weeks, 
the English “Channel has been swum, 
The latest man to achieve the distinc- 
tions is Mr. Charles Toth, of Boston, 
Massachusetts. As was reported yester- 
day, Mr. Toth performed his feat on 
the night of September 8-9 in sixteen 
hours and fifty-eight minutes, failing to 
beat the fastest time recorded by thirty- 
five minutes. It is interesting to note 
that Mr. Toth and Mr. Tiraboschi, ‘who 
swam the distance in the shortest time, 
both started from the French coast. The 
other three men who have accomplished 
the feat have all swum from England te 
France, and for that course Captain Webb's 
time of twenty-one and three-quarter 
hours remains unbeaten. Before Captain 
Matthew Webb, one ei the finest and ene 
ef the most courageous swimmers that the 
world has ever seen, conquered the 
English Channel in 1875 the task was 
considered almost hopeless. Even after 
his performance it was felt that his 
accomplishment might nevér again be re- 
peated. It remained unequalled for over 
thirty-five years, until, in 1911, Mr. 
Burgess proved that what one man could

_ Reuter’s Agency understands from circles 
in close touch with Jugo-Slav affairs that the 
Belgrade Government is quite unable to agree 
to Italy's proposal that Porto Barrosas and 
Sussak should pass under the sovereignty of 
Jugo-Slavia, but should remain indissolubly 
bound to the city of Fiume for ninety-nine 
years, psiticularly in view of the fact that 
the Treaty of Rapallo definitely recognised 
the Italian character of Fiume. 

The view held in Jugo-Slav circles is that 
the Porto Barrosas question was definitely 
settled by the Treaty of Rapallo and a sub- 
séquent letter from Count Sforza, the Italian 
Foreign Minister in 1920, which definitely 
allotted the disputed quays to Jugo-Slavia.

FUNCTIONS OF COUNTY COUNCILS. 

A vecasting of the work and general 
functions of County Councils is one of the 
changes that are predicted. . It is suggested 
that the duties of District Councils may in 
the near future be entirely discharged by the 
County Councils, This would mean the 
ebolition of the lesser bodies, It-is pointed 
out that there is little in the work of ‘the 
District Councils that might not safely be 
trausferred to the County Councils, the latter 

ing sufficiently representative in character 
to deal justly and adequately with it. What 
would be an important feature of the new 
Local Government policy is mentioned in 
connection with the above provision. It is 
suggested that Jabourers’ cottages may finally 
be sold to their occupiers or likely tenants 
at a round sum, thus for good and all relieving 
the Rural Councils—or if; as stated, they 
are to be abolished, the County Councils—of 
the task of rent collection and, in fact, any 
further liability in the matter of repairs, re 
letting, etc. 

The most likely segenitien to such a pro- 
posal would base itself on the fact that State 
expenditure on the erection of the cottages 
had been considerable, and that the disposal 
of them at round sums could not possibly 
result in economy sufficient to recoup “the 
Government for the past outlay. In support 
of the proposal, however, it will aabeble be 
argued that a general increase in efficiency 
would result, and that, all things taken into 
account, the end would be found to have 
justified the means. 

POOR LAW ADMINISTRATION. 

Sweeping changes in the Poor Lew branch 
of the Administration are also said to be con- 


templated. The number of Boards of Guar- 


dians in the Free State have already been 
reduced considerably by amalgamation. It. is 
not unlikely that they will be reduced still 
further, while the membership roll of in- 
dividual Boards may also be curtailed.

A message to the Navy Department from 
the Commander of the Pacific Fleet states that 
no movable material can be salved from the 
seven destrovers unti] the heavy surf has 
abated. 

Five hundred survivors are being taken by 
special train to Santiago. When they started 
hardly one wore a complete uniform, many 
were clad only in pyjamas, while others were 
wrapped in blankets, and several still had 
emergency lifebelts around them. 

The loss in naval material is only of slight 
consequence, as nearly two hundred American 
destrovers have been placed out of commis- 
sion and are tied up in various naval yards.

There are from time to time moments at 
Geneva that constitute a definite landmark in 
the history of some nations and, in a lesser 
degree, of the League of Nations itself. 

That was the case this morning when, just 
before 12.350 p.m., a slight, fair-haired figure. 
with a rol] of manuscript in his hand, mounted 
the tribune and, amid applause such as has 
never before greeted the admission to the 
League of a new State, proceeded to address 
the assembly in words intelligible to no one 
in the hall except the speaker’s own colleagues 
of the Irish Free State delegation. 

President Cosgrave contented himself with 
half a dozen sentences in Gaelic, and, having 
thus placed the traditjonal language of his 
country on official record, he continued, in 
English, a wholly admirable declaration of 
freland’s faith in the League, and an ex- 
pcession of gratitude at her admission by the 
uzanimous vote of its members. 

Lord Robert Cecil had.intended. to round 
off the occasion by a few words expressing 
British satisfaction at the Free State's assump- 
tion of a place of equality with Great Britain 
and her Dominions at Geneva, but he was 
unfortunately detained by a meeting of the 
Council. till after the ceremony of admission 
was over. 

It was obvious that every member of the 
Assembly saw in the circumstances which 
made the Irish Free State's admission possible 
the triumph of those principles for which the 
League essentially stands, and M. Meierovich, 
the very able Prime Minister of Latvia, who, 
as Chairman of the Sub-Commission which 
has considered Ireland's application, . formally

The late Cardinal Newman has recorded, 
in connection with a controversy once famous, 
that’ “‘ understandings”’ are dangerous things 
on which to rely. There was, as we. have 
stated, a perfectly clear understanding when 
the Note of the Ambassadors to Greece was 
signed that Italy would evacuate Corfu 
ditectly after the honorary reparations to 
her had been made, and that she would not 
occupy the island until the money to be 
awarded her had been paid. The ltahan 
Ambassador to France signed the Note with 
his British, French, and Japanese colleagues, 
but if the Roman newspapers represen¢ the 
attitude of his Government, this “ under- 
standing,” it would seem, has proved a 
broken reed for the Conference to rest upon. 
There is but too certainly a misapprehension 
somewhere. Either Baron Avezzano failed 
to understand the unwritten supposition on 
which they signed the Note, or they mis- 
understood his meaning when he signed it. 
A few frank words from Signor .Mussolini 
would remove all possibility of doubt and 
clear up the situation. But Signor Mussolini 
has an engagement at Milan. The words 
have not been spoken, and the doubt remains 
in Paris as well as in London.

REPLY TO AMBASSADORS. 


Writing of the League of Nations The 
Times says:—Yesterday the League of 
Nations was occupied with other matters.

That is not quite the tone in which the 
world once expected the highest. organ of the 
supreme Tribunal among the peoples to speak.

POINCARE’S SPEECH. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

M. Poincaré’s speech at Damvillers yester- 
day is not very hopeful, nor is it calculated to 
improve the prospects of an early agreement 
with France. is the opinion of the majority of 
the Berlin newspapers, although they admit 
that. it still leaves the door for negotiations 
open. ' 

It is understood. that Herr Stresemann, 
Chancellor, will probably reply to M. Poin- 
caré in a speech on Wednesday. 

The Lokalanzeiger remarks that it requires 
a great deal of optimism to expect a 
vayprochement from a discussion wherein the 
stronger party so uncompromisingly maintains

The Monarchist Kreuzzeitung dismisses the 
speech by saying that the sole answer possible 
is to intensify passive resistance. 

The Socialist Vorwaerts is also rather 
pessimistic, and says that if France makes the 
evacuation of the Ruhr dependent on un- 
fulfillable conditions and shows her intention 
permanently to remain in the occupied terri- 
tory, then no one will believe that a real 
understanding beiween France and Germany 
can be reached on this basis. 

Herr Stinnes’s organ, the Deutsche Alige- 
meine Zeitung says that the will of the new 
Government and of the entire German people 
to come to a final agreement with France is 
beyond all doubt, but speeches such as M. 
Poincaré’s are not very encouraging. 

The Catholic organ, Germania, also 
emphasises the desire of the Government to 
come tn an agreement, and expresses the hope 
that M. Poincaré will now sit down at a 
round table, where alone businesslike dis- 
cussion and a real solution aré possible.— 
(Reuter.) ' 


SEPARATIST DEMONSTRATION.

The following Duesseldorf message is 
ublished here:—Separatist demonstrators 
longing to the Freie Rheinland Party, num- 
bering about-eight thousand, held a meeting 
in the market place at Treves yesterday. 
There were some disagreeable scenes between 
separatists and counter-demonstrators, but 
erder was restored by the police.—(Reuter.)

“ As regards. material damage in Tokio, 
it was ascertained on September órd 
that -the following wards were al- 
most entirely destroyed by fire, which 
was finally got under control, that 
morning :—Honjo, Fukagawa, Nihonbashi., 
Kyobashi, Kanda, and Asakusa. About half 
of the wards.of Hongo, Shiba, Yotsuya, and 
Shitaya were destroyed, and Koishikawa, 
Kojimachi, and Akasaka were rtially 
burnt down, The Ushigome and ‘Azabu 
wards alone entirely escaped damage by fire. 

“The state of agitation caused by the 
unfounded rumours of incendiarism and acts 
of violence on the part of Koreans has calmed 
down as the result of the precautionary .mea- 
sures instituted by the military authorities. 


THE .CASUALTIES. 


“The death roll in Tokio is estimated at 
between 20,000 and 30,000 Amon the 
casualties were Princess Hiroko of Kun-In, 
who was killed at Odawara; as were. Prince 
Muromasa of Higashi-Kuni at Kugenuma, 
and Princess Yamashina at Kamakura. The 
Dowager Princess Kayo, who was also staying 
at Kamakura, was injured. 

“ Considerable confusion was caused in 
Tokio by the rush of refugees to escape to 
the surrounding districts, which had been un- 
touched by the disaster. Some food scarcity, 
was experienced for a time, but as large quan- 
tities of rice, wheat, and other provisions are 
now coming in fom various quarters of the 
country, specially assisted by the activities 
of the entire Navy, supplies are becoming 
more adequate. 

“His Majesty the: Emperor has sent 
10,000.000 yen to the relief fund, with a mes- 
sage of fervent sympathy for the sufferers. 

“The districts most severely affected by 
the earthquake are—Numadzu, Ito, and 
Chiba. The towns of Yokohama, Yokosugs, 
and QOdawara have suffered the greatest 
amount of damage, eighty per cent. of the 
houses in’ all three places having been de- 
stroyed by fire.

NIGHT IN TOKIO. 


WEARY SEARCH FOR MISSING 
FRIENDS, 


TOKIO, Sunday. 

Under the supervision of the British and 
American Embassies the first foreign refugees 
leit Tokio this morning- They were taken 
to Yokohama by destroyers, and there trans- 
shipped to liners. Others, detained by busi- 
ness connections, have gone up country, or 
into the devastated areas in search of news 
of missing relatives, but there are still many 
foreigners in Tokio uncertain what steps: to 
take owing to the complete inability to foresee 
developments. It is now reported that the 
Government may remove temporarily to Kyoto. 

On the outskirts of the city the gruesome 
task is being discharged of burning heaps 
of dead after saturation with kerosene. Food 
distribution to natives continues in face of 
difficulties. All day and all night the streeta 
are trodden by hungry,. weary seekers for 
relatives. These carry a small banner bear- 
ing the names of missing friends, parents or 
children, or cry their names till their voices 
crack in the hope of waking a response from 
among the famishing multitude. Night has 
special terrors. Every rumour is then mul- 
tiplied a hundredfold, but the endless proces- 
sion goeson. Every pilgrim carries a Japanese 
paper lJantern and staff, and in the vague 
greyness of night the moving throng gives 
the impression of a fantastic drama without 
words. Strong winds blow clouds of white 
choking dust, and hundreds march with 
handkerchiefs tied over their faces- To many 
Quo vadis? is still the unanswered question. 

One of the worst horrors of the week of 
terror was in the Yoshiwara district. where 
hundreds of people fleeing from the fire 
leaped into a pond, only to be scalded to 
death. | 

Shocks of a minor sort continue at intervals, 
and many people make their meals in the 
briefest time possible, fearing to be long 
under a roof. At night many Europeans 
still camp in the hotel courtyard, or inside the 
porch, whence they can easily reach a place 
of safety in case of another earthquake. 

Earthquakes continue. * Last night seven 
occurred hetween nine and half-past ten 
o'clock, driving many who had gone to their 
houses into the open, 

The great event to-day has been the arrival 
of American relief—tinned goods; apples, 
flour, and beans.

THE DOCKERS’ STRIKE. 


PLENTY OF WORK AT DUBLIN 


PORT. 


Yesterday the strike at the Port of Dublin 
entered upon its twelfth week without any 
hope of an immediate settlement. Mr. 
Thomas Foran, President of the Irish Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, has re- 
turned from Cork, but he had no’ statement 
to make regarding the situation there, and 
so far as can be learned no move has been 
made to reassemble the Committee in Dublin 
that was appointed by the conference of repre- 
sentatives of shippers and dockers. Hopes, 
however, are ex in Various quarters 
that there will be a satisfactory settlement 
of the dispute in Cork, which will probably 
end the trouble in Dublin following a meet- 
ing, to be arranged, between representatives 
of shipping and of the Irish Trans 
General Workers’ Union. The feeling yes- 
terday, at all events, was that there would 
be no development in the strike at Dublin 
pending some definite result of the Cork 
efforts. | i ' 

In the meanwhile, the unexiployment at 
the docks is causing anxiety to the wives and 
families of the strilters, while the men them- 
selves would be glad to see the end of the 
trouble, but they are faced with the advice 
of the Strike Committee, acting on the orders 
of leaders who must approve of terms before 
they can be accepted. 

Dockers and carters who are not affected 
by the strike were busy at the Port of Dublin 
—— discharging cargoes of flour, fruit, 

con, and general merchandise. The s.s. 
Millocrat had a cargo’ of flour, the s.s. Samoa, 
the s.s. Redsmere, and. the. s.s. Conniscrag 
had cargees of bacon and other food on the 
north side of the river, and on the south side 
the s.s. Luke had a general cargt from Ham- 
burg, the s.s.

Deansgate was ing, while at the 
Alexandra Basin and in the river were some 
overseas ships and colliers, 

Where the old rate of wages is paid there 
is no interference with work at these ships. 
and while the embargo on the diversion of 
cattle through North of Ireland ports con- 
tinues, livestock, it ise understood, is still 
being shipped to Great Britain, but general 
export trade from Dublin is considerably 
affected, and one firm has had to dispense 
with the services of latterly employed workers 
owing to this handicap.

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NENDRUM’S RUINS. 


FIELD CLUB’S VISIT TO MAGEE 
ISLAND. 


The Belfast Naturalists’ Field Club visited 
Magee Island on Saturday to make a further 
inspection of the Nendrum Monastery founda- 
tion, Crossing the causeways that connect it 
with Islandreagh and the latter with the 
mainland, the nine-ridges that gave Nendrum 
its name came in sight, with fine. views of 
Strangford Lough—the Lough Cuan of ancient 
times—often as vistas through the trees. The 
party were pleased to see the improvements 
recently made in the road—bad corners 
rounded off and the heavy ivy cut away from 
Mahee * Elizabethan Castle. Ivy, more than 
any other cause, has been the ruin of many 4 
fine-old castle or abbey in Ireland. 

The party was met on arrival at Nendrum 
by Mr. H. C. Lawlor, M.R.1.A., who has 
carried out the. recent ‘investigations among 
the ruins, round which he conducted the 
visitors. Under his. guidance, a visit was 
first made to the site of the western en- 
trance to the outer cashel wall near the 
ancient quay, where a description of an early 
Christian monastic institution was given. 
The party then proceeded to the north side, 
where the outer cashel has been restored. 
This huge enclosure in its original state was 
half. a mile in circumference, the wall being 
nine feet in thickness. Much of it, however, 
has in past ages been removed for agricul- 
tural purposes. The curious buildings inside 
the cashe] were then inspected, after which 
the party visited the site of the artisans’ 
workshops, in which many articles of in- 
terest had been found, including a number 
of crucibles for melting brygnze, together. with 
bronze pins, brooches. and polishing stones. 

THE SCHOOL SITE. 

Probably the most interesting of all the 
discoveries made was the site of the school. 
This was a rectangular building inside the 
second cashel on the west side. Examination 
of the débris showed that the building had 
been burned, and remains of the roof timber 
and roofing nails were found in quantity, as 
well as the handle. of the door. Under the 
débris, on the floor, lay the slates on which 
the scholars laboriousiy copied the headlime 
with pointed iron stylos,.a number of which 
were also found ; with bones-cut into the 
form of beads, some plain and some carved, 
and the blades of the knives used in the pro- 
cess. Attention was drawn to the type of 
masonry displayed in the school, in which 
heavy. clay had been used instead of lime 
mortar. Existing. examples were now. very 
rare. One priceless example of this class of 
masonry had been the very ancient church 
of Raphoe. 

The party then moved to the site of the 
church, where the ancient crosses were in- 
spected, and where Mr. Lawlor gave a brief 
survey of the history of Nendrum froin the 
conversion of Saint .Maughold (of Man) by 
Saint Patrick and the foundation of the monas- 
tery by Saint Mochaoi.. Much interest was 
displayed by the visitors in the exhibition in 
the tea house of relics from the school, where 
the designs on the scholars’ slates and bones 
were inspected. The bronze crucibles and 
brooches, etc., were carefully examined. A 
large photograph of the bell of Nendrum in 
the tea house was also a subject of keen in- 
terest. 

After tea a business meeting was held, 
Mr. D. Elliott, B.A., in the chair, when six 
new members were. elected, and the party 
‘soon after returned to Belfast. All were 
azreed that Mr. Lawlor deserves the | cas in 
support of the public by donations, however 
small, to the Nendrum Fund, to enable him 
to continue the fine work he has been doing 
there.

IN THE PYRENEES: 
DESCRIPTIVE LECTURE TO 
DUBLIN ROTARIANS. 


This week's luncheon address to the mem- 
bers of the Dublin Rotary Club was given by 
Mr. Sparkhall Brown, Principal of Rosse 
College, who described his experiences and 
impressions while on a holiday trip in the 
Pyrenees. 

In his address, Mr. Brown, who is an in 
teresting and efféctive speaker, gave his 
fellow-Rotarians a graphic account of life in a 
part of the world, concerning which the ideas 
of most people are somewhat hazy. 

e barren Landes country, he said, has 
been redeemed and made highly productive 
through a system of afforestation sponsored by 
the State. He also told how thé Municipality 
of Biarritz leave nothing undone in their 
anxiety to cater to the comfort and satisfac- 
tion of visitors to the town. 

The Val d’Aran, near Luchon, he described 
as a place of appalling poverty, saying that 


its condition was due to the fact that its fate | 


was linked up with that of a country. with 
which it had no natural associations. Politi- 
cally a part of Spaip, the valley is in no real 
sense Spanish, but essentially French. 

Mr. Brown believes that a Spanish revolu- 
tion is imminent, and that King Alphonso will 
soon go the way of the many European 
Monarchs who have been suddenly hurled 
from power within recent years. Catalonia is, 
as always. ripe tor revolution, and with all 
Spain seething with unrest as a result of the 
Moroccan débacle, for which the King is held 
personally to blame, a sexjpus outbreak is only 
a matter of time.
